Mechanics' Lien Law. 

In nearly all youii!, r communities there is 
a general disposition to over-legislate — a 
disposition to try experimental legislation. 
Too often this evil — for evil it is — has occu- 
pied the time of legislatures at a vast ex- 
pense, without any corresponding good in 
return; and the evil has so soon been felt, 
that at the next session the useless legisla- 
tion has been expunged from the statute 
book, because it did not meet the require- 
ments of the community, but only raised 
expectations destined never lo be realized] 
or worked to the injury of other classes 
equally entitled to protection. Except when 
laws have been enacted to suit ill e caprice 
or tyranny of absolute rulers, or pander 
demagogically to class interest, all laws 
have been framed in reference to some ex- 
isting evil which experience had shown 
that it was necessary lo check ; and for this 
reason the statutes of all civilized countries 
are a better index to the evils to which hu- 
manity is heir, than to those noble virtues 
that elevate mankind so immeasurably 
above inferior beings. In making laws 
therefore for the protection of society, we 
should be careful to discover that an evil 
really does exist, before what purports to be 
a remedy is enacted ; and that the remedy 
be adapted lo the evil. If this rule were 
kept in view, the sutute book wool. I never 
be overloaded with useless matter, the oil- 
spring of shallow impulse or demagogical 
designs; and mere experimental legislation 
would give place to practical statutes. 

These reflections have been called out by 
a numerously signed petition presented to 
the Assembly for a Mechanics Lien Law, 
and the question arises, has ibis important 
branch of our population, for whose relief a 
Lieu Law is proposed, suffered from that 
social evil — dishonest or underbidding con- 
tractors ? If they have, and there is no cer- 
tain and speedy remedy in the common 
law or statutes to put in force hern lo give 
them relief, then it is the bounded duty of 
the Assembly to pass a remedial measure. 

The principal cause for this olarnor for a 
Lien Law among our mechanics, laborers, 
teamsters, lumber and hardware merchants, 
lime-buiners and brick-makers, was the 
sudden disappearance, last summer, of a 
defaulting contractor for one of the govern- 
ment buildings across James' Bay. Each 
of the classes enumerated suffered more or 
less severely in consequence of him not 
meeting his liabilities. Minor cases have 
come to our notice, where some, if not all, of 
these classes, have been made the victims. 
It is established, then, that an evil exists, 
but it is an evil lo which all branches of 
business are equally liable. The only dif- 
ference appears to be thai it is generally be- 
lieved that the consequences are more 
s r verely felt by the laborer ami mechanic 
than by others, because their means are 
generally much more limited. We do not 
see so clearly, however, that the lumber 
merchant or hardware dealer is anymore 
entitled to a lien on property than other 
merchants — the grocer, the baker, the tailor, 
or the hotel keeper — or that they deserve 
more protection. The best reason that can 
be given however for extending to them 
special protection is that being secured by 
a lien on the property, they would then ad- 
vance the necessary building material on 
timo, either lo those in straightened circum- 
stances to erect themselves homes, or to 
conUactors without capital, to find employ- 
ment for laborers and mechanics. Some 
consideration is certainly due to llieso rea- 
sons, although it may well be doubled 
whether a foot more lumber would be sold, 
or a pound more nails, afler admitting them 
to the benefits of a lien, than before. The 
tendency however of lien security, as of 
security and credit in all other branches of 
trade, would nutuially give an impetus to 
building, of which the evil would be over- 
building] a swallowing up of the circulating 
medium in tenantless buildings, and acun- 
sequent re-action and stagnation. Hut this 
is an accident of business in general ; more 
easy to predict than avoid. On the whole, 
though not over-favorable to exceptional or 
class legislation, wo believe that the classes 
who supply the building material, and the 
classes who supply the necessary labor to 
construct buildings, may be granted with 
benefit to the community a greater degree 
of security by the enactment of a Lien 
Law. 

Under tho present state of the low, the 
supplier of building material, in default of 
payment, has recourse only to the slow arid 
expensive movements of the courts ; tho me- 



chimin and laborer are in n like condition, ex- 
cept by summary process for '.vagos before a 
magistrate, and the contractor, if his con- 
tract admits it, rnay keep possession of the 
property till paid, or deliver it up and appeal 
to tho courts. So the present law is general 
in its application nnd not adapted to the 
wants of a particular class ; or to remedy the 
evil to which our mechanics are unfortunately 
exposed. Other classes may he equally ex- 
posed to loss by dishonest or unfortunate 
men ; but the means to avoid loss are not so 
easily attainable as with a class who deal only 
in realty. Personal properly may bo re- 
moved, whilst real cslate is immovable. 
Hence a Mechanics' Lion Law will lie tho 
best guarantee of security. Even the old 
Lien Law — making personal property liable 
for rent — was only a check ; it did not insure 
certainty ; whilst a Lien Luw on real estate 
would to a far greater extent insure payment. 

The real object of a bankrupt law is not.to 
improve morals, but to secure to the creditor 
payment from the debtor. In this light we 
view a Lien Law. It is to soeuro payment to 
the mechanic, the laborer, and the supplier 
of building material. If this can be dune, it 
should bjB dune, lint it is scarcely possible 
bdo nii.ro with thp besl Lien Low than ap- 
proximate to that object. If labor and ma- 
terial are to be protected, sight ought not to 
be lust of the rights of the owner oT the 
property on which tho labor or material is 
expended. First: it woum be' n groat hard- 
ship if the tenant could make the landlord's 
property liable without his consent. Wen' 
that possible, an evil-disposed tenant might 
uselessly and irretrievably encumber proper- 
ty. This should he guarded against: and if the 
landlord were properly guar. led, jabor and 
capital would have no security except by ob- 
taining the landlord's, not tho tenant's u- 

sent. That consent should be given not mere- 
ly to the contractors, but to each of the suppli- 
ers or employed. This would very naturally 
render the law complex instead of simple ; 
and thus cause much trouble in getting 
the security made in due form, and thereby 
lessen the boon of a Lien Law. It is evi- 
dent, however, thai a greal injustice would 
he done, if the owner or mortgagor were 
not prolected against the tenant ; and that 
is sufficient to incorporate a clause in iho 
law, rendering neither landlord, mortgagor 
nor tenant liable for labor or material to 
contractor or sub-contractor, mechanics or 
laborers, hardware merchants, tinners, brick- 
makers, lumbermen or painters, except each 
and all gave notice and received the consent 
of the owner of the property to become lia- 
ble for the wages and material to be ex- 
pended. If with such a provision a Lien 
Law can be passed, let it be done; but let 
it never be done without such provision. 

Kp-Tho bark O.k, a vessel with a 
draught of water not over twelve feet, was 
nlraid lo go in lo Victoria, and discharged 
outside.

If the clipper ship Red Rover, drawing 
n.'atiy 17 feet of water, can enter OUI harbor 
safely at midnight, surely the captain of the 
Ork must be an Unskillful navigator, if he 
cannot bring a vessel in drawing only 12 
feet, in broad daylight. 

Palliation — Some few weeks ago we 
had occasion to notice the imprudent con- 
duct of a gentleman connected with the 
church of England mission to British Col- 
umbia, From statements furnished us 
by reliable parties, we tire purspaded 
that it occurred itirough mental distress, 
caused by unusual domestic difficulties. 
Had we known such at the time, we would 
havo deprecated any notice of his impru- 
dence. It is therefore hoped lliat such pa- 
liating oiroumstances may exonorate so ta- 
lented a gentleman from the charge of 
imprudence, and restore him til (he confi- 
dence and consideration of the mission n.nl 
community— '' To err is human ; to forgive 
divine." 

Police Ooort Finks — If heavier fines 
were placed upon parties brought before 
this court, on charges of misdemeanors, as- 
saults ect., the polioe department might 
almost be made self supporting; and the po- 
licemen receive their pay with much more 
regularity than, heretofore. The fines at 
present imposed in such cases are alto- 
gether loo light, and about on a grade with 
those of London, where XI per week for a 
policeman, without rations or clulhes, is 
considered excellent wages.

House of Assembly. 

Tilt'ltsilAY, May 10, I860. 

The Houso met at half post thrcio o'clock. Pre- 
sent — Speaker Helincken, and Messrs. Tolmie, 
Gordon, Franklin, Crease, Cooper, Cary, Wad- 
dington, Coles, Foster, Green, and Soutllgnte. 

The bill to regulate the legal profession was 
taken up for second reading. 

Mr. Crease explained the provisions of the bill 
to the Houso. 

Mr. Cooper asked if t'.ie bill had been referred 
to the members of the legal profession as to Its 
merits nr demerits ? 

Mr. Crcar.e — Almost every one has been con- 
sulted, and all give tlnir assent. 

Mr. Cary supported the bill anil stated it was 
a very necessary measure. In this colony a law- 
yer can. do what it is very hard to do in England, 
get on the blind side of the Judge. 

The bill W8J refeired to a select committee. 

The bill for tho Incorporation of the Town of 
Victoria was read u second time. 

Mr. Foster did not think it was right to give the 
town council unlimited power to borrow money ; 
some restraint should be rlnccd upon them, or we 
may find them tunning tho corporation Into debt. 
The matter should be loft to the people themselves, 
whenever a question involving exnenditure came 
up; and if they were satisfied the improvement 
was needed, they would be perfectly willing to be 
taxed, and no indebtedness need be incurred. 

Mr. Crease — 1 do not entirely agree with the 
member from the Lake District [Mr. Foster] in 
his remarks. I do not thillK the House should 
have th" power to vote upon any expenditure the 
council saw lit to incur. The matter would be 
more properly placed in the bands of the council. 

Mr. Wuddington wished to be informed what 
power the council would have for repairing the 
roads. 

Mr. Cary— The town is expected to keep up its 
own highways. The bill gives the council power 
to expend whatever sum they may sec fit for sucli 
purposes. 

Mr. \\ aduington— This House should have 
something to say, in connection with jhe Gover- 
nor, ns to what expenditures should be incurred by 
the council. 

The hill was referred to a select committee. 

Mr. Cary's motion iii regard to the Mechanic's 
Lien Law was taken up. 

Mr. Cary — The mechanics should have protec- 
tion, and a lien on buildings upon which they may 
be employed is the only way to nfTord them that 
protection. Tho steamer leaves hero every fort- 
night, and it's very easy for a contractor to bundle 
his traps into a nnrpet-snck arid leave for Califor- 
nia, and the mechanic is done, la passing a Lien 
LAW, we shall have two classes to contend with : 
the kid-gloved class and the lawyers. A law can 
bo passed which will not interfere with men of 
capital, and will give mechanics their rights It 
is probable that some measure may be found 
that will deal out equal justice to nil, and we need 
not be afraid of the kid gloves or the lawyers. 

Mr. Franklin — The proposition isone to which I 
give my hearty support, and I am happy to see 
that the learned Attorney General has taken 
the first move; the lucid remarks of my colleague 
require no observation on my part. There are 
some buildings already in tow i, on which large 
sums of money arc due to mechanics j but tho con- 
tractors have left, and the workmen arc suffering 
for their money. 

Mr. Foster — I would be glad to see any measure 
pass the House which would assist the mechanics 
in jetting their money, but he hoped laws from 

soma of the North American States would not be 
introduced here. In some of the States it was no 
uncommon thing to hear of contractors leaving 
with full pockets for other States. 

Mr. Waddington— Some of the States have 
changed their Lien Laws scleral times, and Cali- 
fornia has just passed a new Act to cover the 
ground. I agree with Mr. Foster. 

The matter was referred to a' select committee. 

Mr. VVaddington introduced amotion providing 
for the printing of important hills brought before 
the House. 

Mr. Southgatc — Where is the money to come 
from ? 

Mr. Cary — If we ask the printers to wend in 
estimates for the work, and put them to a great 
deal of trouble, and then tell tliein we have no 
money, will it not look childish? Where is the 
money to pay for this proposed printing to come 
from > 

Mr. Waddtngton— From licenios. 

Mr. Cary— From Licenses! The gentleman 
should he appointed tirst Lord of the '1 reasury. 
We have not even paid for the seats we sit on ; 
the tables wo write on ; or the clerk's salary ; and 
now we are asked to enter into further expenditure. 
This is ridiculous — the lion, gentleman should 
study a little more. It looks like childish folly. 
It reminds me of a child crying for the moon to 
play with. 

Mr. Cooper — How did the last Assembly raise 
funds to pay for the bills which were printed ? 

The Speaker — From the supplies voted by the 
House. 

Mr. Foster — The lion, gentleman [Mr. Car)'] is 
losing his station in this House. He is lowering 
the position of this I louse as he is lowering his 
own. No opportunity is lest by him of turning 
serious matters into a joke. It is time this thing 
was ended. [Hear, hear] 

Mr. Wuddington — The learned attorney general 
has been pleased to say that I should study a little 
more. The lion, gentleman has made as many 
parliamentary blunders during the session as any- 
one else. 

Mr. Cltry — Hear, hear! 

Mr. VVaadington — If he wants to know where 
money is to conic from, let him look into the Fe- 
males thai he himself brought into this Assembly, 
where £lo0 are provided for the Assembly. I 
am told my remarks arc perfectly ridiculous ; that 
I should go to school again, i&c. I give the hon. 
gentleman to understand that a man of sense is 

uoru ridiculous, and can understand things as 

well as a lawyer. 

Mr. Foster — The hon. member (Mr. Cary) used 
unparliamentary language towards me at the two 
first sittings of the House. 

Mr. Cary — Well I had no other motive in view 
than to treat the matter lightly. 

Here the Speaker rapped for order, and declared 
that the " Houso has had quite enough of this 
tiling." 

Amotion that the House go into Committee of 
the Whole on Monday next, to consider the mat- 
ter of printing, was carried. 

Mr. Gordon's motion that the Governor bo re- 
quested to lay before this House, any correspon- 
dence which may have passed between himnell'an 1 
the Imperial Government regarding the town-site 
of Victoria, was next considered. 

Mr. Gordon said there hud been a great many 
balances struck between tho Hudson Hay Co. anil 
the Home Government and as many reports were 
circulated that a balance were due the Home Gov- 
ernment, he moved that the Governor bo requested 
to furnish the eorrespondance. 

Messrs. Foster ami Woddington agreed with 
Mr. Gordon and the motion, was adopted. 

Mr. Cary gave notice 'hat on Monday next, he 
would move lor the appointment of a select com- 
mittee to report the best means of Improving Vic- 
toria harbor. 

Tho House then proceeded to ballot for tho elec- 
tion committee, to examine and report upon the 
matter of the contested seats of Messrs. Franklin 
and Cooper: and Messrs. Gordon, Foster, Wud- 
dington, Tolmie and Grouse were elected. 

The House then adjourned toMonday next, 
Mill inst., at ;i o'clock.
